approval of the t ernral Government, the Lite Insurance 
Corporation of India makes the following amendments to 
the Life Insurance Corporation of India (Stuff) Regula- 
tions, 1960 ; — 

(I). In Regulator! 58, delete the words ‘belonging 10 
the Classes I, III and IV’ appearing after the 
words ‘non prof '-sharing bonus to its employees’. 

(II). Add the following proviso at the end of para (ii) 
relating to Class JI Officers (Development 
Officers) under the head House Rent Allowance 
la part A of Schedule II to the Staff Regula- 
tions : 

‘Provided further that house rent allowance 
at the rate shown at (a) above shall be 
admissible to Class II Officers (Develop- 
ment Officers) drawing pay upto Rs, 499 
without reference to the rent paid by them 
provided they incur some expenditure to- 
wards the rent’. 

The above amendment shall take effect from 1-9-1966. 

(HI). Para (iii) of Part A of Schedule If, under the 
heading ‘Dearness Allowance’, shall be substi 
tuted as under r — 

‘The scales of dearness allowance applicable 
to employees in Class II (Development 
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Officers) shall be as under
